Ot these sums 
S30S,354,348 were available on June 30, 
3896, and ?2R3,2»5,424 on June SO, ]8!)7, fnr 
the strictly fiscal operations.of the gov- 
ernment. On June 30, 1896, $547,330,«73, 
and on June 30,18D7, $591,408,953 were held 
on deposit against outstanding certifi- 
cates and treasury notes. 


In addition to'the net ordinary reve- 


nues'the treasury received $15,443,970 in 
deposits^for the retirement of national 
iiank noteeiaTjd-'$3250'inxeftinding- certifi- 
cates for conversion into Abends, so that 
the total' income available lor the fiscal 
operations-of'the year was $363,173,925. 
As against this there were disbursed, be- 
sides the ordinary 
expenditures, 
the 


sum of $11,378,502 on account of bonds 
and fractional! currency, and the further 
sum of $11,092,355 m the retirement of 
national bank notes, making a total of 
$388,245,017. The net loss of available 
cash arising 
from 
these operations 


therefore was $25,071,091. In the issue cf 
paper currency the operations oi the 
'year, which amounted to $374,848,000, 
were exceeded in only one year, 1892, and 
then by only a narrow margin.

Angry shouts were heard and some of 
those present tore up paving stones and 
otherwise assumed a very threatening 
attitude. This caused'the police to make 
an attempt to disperse the violent par- ' 
tion of the crowd, and in the conflict | 
which followed six policemen were in- j 
jured and one rioter was killed. 


The mob raised revolutionary crips, 


while the "fighting was in progress, re- 
volvers v/ero 1'reciy used, many persons 
in the crowd were injured arid 20 of the 
leaders of the disturbance were ar- 
rested. The condition of three of the 
wounded policemen is serious. 


It is estimated that there were at least 


20.000 people in the procession that e^- 
corted-the deputation to the offices of the 
minister cf the interior. The authori- 
ties, it was- quite evident, had failed to 
make adequate provision for maintain- 
ing order in such a vast and crowded 
assembly. The people were irritated at 
being excluded from the building by the 
carabineers, and presently a second de- 
tachment issued with fixed bayonets and 
tried to cl"ar the piazza. The crowd 
then resisted, the stone throwing began 
and the conilict speedily became general 
until an infantry detachment appeared 
on the scene.

AT ADAMS TODAY 


Rev. P. Henneberr}'. 


The Very Rev. P. Henneberry, C. P. P. 


8., one of the best known missionary 
priests of the Pacific coast, died Septem- 
ber 12, in Virginia City, Nev. He was 
stricken with paralysis while conducting 
a mission in 1 hat place. Father Henne- 
berry was one of the most zealous, self 
sacrificing and successful of missionaries. 
He was a member of the Society of the 
Precious Blood and was superior in the 
house in Alton, Cal. 
There Is not an 


English speaking country where bis voice 
has not been hoard preaching the gospel. 
He was born in the parish of Mooncoin, 
County Kilkenny, Ireland, in 1830. 
He 


left home in 1S47 and entered the congre- 
gation of tb o Precious Blood in Ohio. 
His wonderful talent tor acquiring lan- 
guages especially fitted him for the mis- 
sions. He could preach in many Indian 
dialects and 
In 
African and Asiatic 


tongues. 
A few excerpts from his note- 


book will show the vastness of his labors. 
He records that he gave 126 missions in 
Australia alone, administered the sacra- 
ments to and pledged 22,730 in New Zea- 
land, 2,109 in Tasmania, 14,490 in Queen- 
land, 800 in Wagga, 1,300 in Bathnrst. To 
reach the grnnd total of 41,420 souls he 
had to travel 26,593 miles. This is but one 
page from his notes and but a small por- 
tion of his labors. Father Henneberry 
jeaves three relatives on the coast, two 
sisters, Mrs. John Moran of Virginia City 
and Mrs. Rollins of Oakland; and a niece, 
Sister Alicia of the Dominican Order, San. 
Leandro. 


The above is an obituary taken from a

ceased was a cousin of Kev. Frs. Moran 
and McGrath of this town.

would be highly prized by these poor and 
ignorant colored people, and that much 
good might be done by sending to them 
things 
which 
are commonly thrown 


away. The ladies present were greatly 
interested in Mrs. Hopkins' story, which 
disclosed to them conditions such as they 
did not suppose existed in any part of this 
country.

It is this lady's duty to 
render needed assistance to every un- 
protected woman who encounters, of- 
ten for the first time, the bewilder- 
ments and dangers of a great city. 


When a young girl from "County 


Cork" wonders why her brother (to 
.whom she wrote "one day, ma'am," 
before she sailed) is not there to meet 
her, the Travellers' Aid takes her to 
the suburb where he works. 
But he 


left his place at the blacksmith's six 
weeks ago, and hours of inquiry and 
search elapse before Jim Maguire is 
unearthed. 
i Or this perplexed little mother needs 
attention. 
She is moving from the 


Provinces to a Southern city, and has 
four toddling children, nine boxes of 
household goods, a trunk, a baby car- 
r'age, a big liundle, a carpetbag and a 
basket Later the husband writes: "1 
uH ask a kind Providence to bring my 
wife and little ones safely to me, and 
I think you must have been sent to 
their aid." 


This child of 13 has 10 cents and her 


•uncle's address. It is "The Dredge;" 
so word must be sent down the harbor 
and the little traveller consigned to the 
care of the stewardess till Mr. Camp- 
bell can transfer his energies from the 
mud in Boston Bay to the weeping 
'stranger in the cabin. The agent's ex- 
'periences, varied as they are amusing, 
|or sometimes pathetic, would fill vol- 
umes.

Storing Cured Uor-u Fodder. 


There is no easier crop to handle 


than fodder corn cured in the shock, 
if one is situated favorably so far as 
storage room is concerned. There is 
no better place for this than the plain- 
est and most inexpensive kind of a 
shed, as, for example, the ordinary to-, 
bacco shed or barn, or any old wagon 
shed, provided the roof is tight. Pack 
the shocks in tightly, like cord wood, 
to the very i idge pole and use as need- 
ed. Now to handle the bulky material. 


Provide yourself with as many pieces 


of %-inch rope, 10 feet lenghts with a 
loop at each end, as you wish to handle 
shocks at a time, then no time will be 
lost waiting; with a cheap, long, low- 
down reach-like wagon, if possible, to 
make it easier loading, though any 
wagon or vehicle will do that will 
move the fodder. Slip a piece of rope 
round a shock about middle way of the 
shock, put the end through the loop, 
draw up as tightly as possible, tuck the 
loose end under after the manner of 
binding grain and let two men place it 
crosswise of the wagon. After once 
fairly started you will be surprised to 
see how much of this fodder can be 
handled in a day. Now for the un- 
loading, which is the easiest o£ all. As- 
suming that you have a horse fork, un- 


i load precisely as any other fodder, 


i leaving the ropes around each shock 


j till it is in its proper place in the rank. 


j Pack down solid, then loosen and pull 
! the line out ready to return to the field 


j for another load. If no horse fork is 


I available, an equally good way, al- 
though perhaps not quite so expediti- 
ous in some respects, is to use a pair 
of light tackle blocks, costing some 
$3, with a rope to match, and a pair of 
common ice tongs having a spread o£ 
about two feet—an old wornout imple- 
ment unsuitable for use on ice is just 
as good. Fasten one block at any suit- 
able point in the roof, then fasten tho 
tongs to a shock of corn and hoist into 
place, swinging the bulky fodder to 
any 
point 
desired 
without beinc 


obliged to life even a pound bodily. 
Just as soon as stalks and butts are 
well cured, house without delay. Corn 
shocked on ground a little moist does 
not cure BO readily.—A. A. Southwick, 
Mass 


Fall Care of Calves. 


Calves do far leas damage on fall af- 


termath than cows. 
In fact, it is 


usually an advantage to the calves and 
no disadvantage to the meadows to let 
a limited number of the young animals 
have free range of meadows in autumn. 
A dairyman who is permanently estab- 
lished in his business must look to his 
calf yard for the replenishment of 
milch stock; and the future worth of 
his dairy is largely determined by the 
manner in which he rears his heifer 
calves. 


Those of six or eight months' growth 


that were dropped last spring, now 
need thorough care. 
The soft flesh 


and enlarged abdomen favored by an 
excessive slop feeding should not be 
encouraged, but the sinew and firm 
growth coming from a succulent past- 
urage, with perhaps the addition of a 
small milk or grain ration, are needed 
to insure vigorous cows, 


I never found it a costly proceeding 


to rear first-class calves. One has only 
to utilize the good things with which 
every dairy farm is supplied, in order 
to do it. Simply take .advantage of 
what thousands of dairy farmers ig- 
nore or throw away, and you can raise 
premium animals. See that in the fall 
that the calves are sheltered every 
night. Shelter should mean dryness, 


I warmth, and comfort. A calf, like a 


cow that lies out in tha tall, loses dur- 
ing the period of darkness all it may 
have gained by day. Do not wait un- 
til nutritious skimmed milk or whey 
lias become excessively sour befora 
feeding it out to young dairy animals. 
If you do, you will have scrawny calves 
where you might poes«a sleek, vigor- 
ous ones. Remember that good caro 
calls for the eipendlture of scarcely 
any more tlma than indifferent care, 
and yet vhen applied to young dairy 
recruits the former doubles their value. 
—G. E. Newell in. AgriculluiUt.

The 
toe often gets too lor.g, unbalances ths 
foot and then spiir-ts, spavins and 
every other disease to which the leet 
arid legs are heir. See that the foot is 
kept rasped off and level. Do not use 


1 a knife if it can be helped, as the first 


blacksmith that shoes the colt will cut 
enough away to last a lifetime. In no 
part of the horse's anatomy has he suf- 
fered so many wrongs or endured so 
much unnecessary suffering as in his 
feet. If there is the least excuse every 
blacksmith will use a knife. 


Try to let the colts grow up with 


such good strong feet that there will 
be no use for cutting them. Use the 
rasp on the underside of the toe and

a meeting Monday evening in the board 
of trade rooms and it was well attended 
There was about 40 present

F. Simpson, president of the league, pre- 
sided. E E Bjam v, as secretary. A. M 
Hodge was chosen vice-oi esident 


W Rtcd icporled ioi the committee 


on constiuction and said that the com- 
mitleo had not met It appealed that the 
committee had not accomplished any thing 
to report 


The running of the proposed Sidepath 


through the grounds of the Hoosac Valley 
Agricultural society were discussed, and 
it was decided that it was the duties o^ 
the construction committee to 
confer 


with the officers of the society on the 
matter. 


The committee on bj-laws, E E. 


Bjam, L. W. White and Dr. Geoige F. 
Simpson, reported 
This committee had 


prepared a set of by-laws that were satis- 
factory to the members present, and they 
were adopted. 


The secretary showed a handsome de- 


sign for a league badge and the design was 
adopted, the league ordering 200 of the 
badges to be worn on the steeung head of 
the wheels of the members of the league 
The treasurer of the leagua will sell the

Constitution 


Section 1 —This organization shall be 
nowD as the North Adams Wheel- 


men's Sidepath league. 


Sec. 2—Its object shall be the con- 


struction and maintenance and improve- 
ment of bicycle paths and roads m and 
about the city of Nonh Adams 


Sec. 3—Any person who shall pay an 


initiation fee of one dollar shall be en- 
titled to membership until the next 
annual meeting of the league. After a 
person has been a member for a period 
preceding an annual meeting he or she 
shall pay annual dues of one dollar. All 
dues shall become due and payable in 
advance at the time of the annual meet_ 
ing The board ot officers shall be em- 
powered, m its discretion, to enroll as a 
member of this league any person who 
shall furnish acceptable team labor or 
manual labor or other contribution to the 
actual work of Sidepath construction, 
amountiug in value to one dollar or more 
The term of such membership shall ex- 
pire at the time of the next annual meet 
ing of the league. 


Sec. 4—The officers of this organization 


shall be a president, vice-president, secre- 
tary arid+trcasurer, an executive commit-
